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Lay movements in the church 
moved from the pews to international 
news as delegates to the Synod of 
Bishops, held in October in Rome, 
debated the extent of hierarchical 
supervision the movements should 
have. 


The synod convened to discuss 
‘*The Vocation and Mission of the 
Laity in the Church and the World 20 
Years after Vatican II.’’ 


Bishop Paul Cordes, vice president 
of the Pontifical Council for the Laity, 
defended the autonomy of the 
movements. 


“‘Bishops must deal with movements 
from a spiritual perspective, not a 
political one, he said. Since pastors 
and movements are servants of the 
same Spirit, a pastor would ‘‘deprive 
himself of his own legitimacy if he 
scorned in the others the same Spirit 
which gives his power,’’ he told the 
delegates. 

Papally appointed synod delegates 
agreed. They described the lay

Throngs join renewal movements 


movements as a gift of the Holy Spirit 
which should be given a maximum 
amount of freedom to work in the 
church and society. Opposing this 
position, Brazil’s Cardinal Aloisio 
Lorscheider called for ‘‘sincere 
obedience to and communion with the 
pastor of the local church’’ on the part 
of movements. 

He accused some of taking direction 
from their leaders instead of from 
diocesan officials whose responsibilities 
include ‘‘everything concerning 
worship and the apostolate.’’ 

To prepare for the synod, 
representatives of about 20 movements 
met for the Second International 
Colloquium of Ecclesial Movements. 
The gathering, held last February 
outside Rome, attracted about 60 
leaders from movements including the 
Charismatic Renewal, Cursillos in 
Christianity and Worldwide Marriage 
Encounter. 

The representatives discussed and 
prayed about the theme of the synod 
and wrote a document which they 
forwarded to that body. 

After the colloquium, Pope John 
Paul II addressed the delegates in a 
special audience. 

He praised the lay movements, 


citing the Second Vatican Council’s 
document, ‘‘Lumen Gentium.’’ He 
said that Christ ‘‘fulfills his prophetic 
office not only by the hierarchy, who 
teach in his name and by his power, 
but also by the laity.’’ 

The pope told the delegates that 
throughout the centuries groups have 
joined under the impulse of the Spirit 
to engage in charitable or sanctifying 
endeavors related to the needs of the 
church. 

He said that the new Code of Canon 
Law recognizes the rights of 
‘‘associations which serve charitable or 
pious purposes or which foster the 
Christian vocation in the world.’’ The 
pope included contemporary ecclesial 
movements in this category. 

Some of these movements have 
drawn thousands in the San Diego 
diocese to their ranks. Three, in 
particular, boast large memberships: 
the Charismatic Renewal, Cursillos in 
Christianity and Worldwide Marriage 
Encounter. 

The goals of these movements differ; 
yet common elements can be found in 
the three. 

They all ‘‘focus on relationship with 
God ... and enliven our personal 
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rock singer Tom Franzak, who performed at the diocesan- 
sponsored event.

Birth control on 
campus no solution

SACRAMENTO — The 21 Catholic 
bishops of California, in a statement 
Bishop Leo T. Maher was instrumental 
in procuring, have rejected the approach 
of school-based health clinics that offer 
contraceptives and abortion-related 
services to stude nts to stem the increase in 
teen-age pregnancy. 

In ‘‘Parental Primacy in the Raising of 
Children: Statement of the California 
Catholic Conference on School-based 
Clinics,’’ the bishops said the campus- 
based clinic approach is ‘‘a short-sighted 
measure that fails to provide even short- 
range solutions.”’ 

They proposed a more comprehensive 
strategy to effectively address the vexing 
problem of teen-age pregnancy. 

The bishops said the school-based clinic 
approach ‘‘naively reduces the cause of 
unwed parenthood to ignorance about 
contraceptives.”’ 

To get at the root of the problem, the 
bishops said,. it is crucial to emphasize 
and reaffirm the rights and 
responsibilities of parents in the 
psychosexual, moral and social formation 
of their children. 

‘‘The parental role must not be 
usurped by the state or any public or 
private agency. ... it is the role of 
government and other institutions ... to 
support the family as the foundation of 
our society.”’ 

Parents are central to _ the 
‘development of caring and loving 
communities in which children learn of 
their own worth and possibilities — 
communities in which they have a 
future,’’ they said. 

Also central to the problem, the bishops 
said, is the ‘‘sense of hopelessness and 
worthlessness that afflicts so many 
adolescents, particularly girls, and 
particularly minority children from inner- 
city and rural poor families.’’ 

The bishops released the 2,500-word 
statement on Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 
26, because ‘‘Thanksgiving uniquely 
emobides the traditional family and 
community values championed by the 
bishops in their statement,’’ said Jesuit 
Father William Wood, executive director 
of the Calfornia Catholic Conference 
headquartered in Sacramento.

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* Quake shakes Imperial Valley churches

‘*We had ourselves one hellish quake,’’ is how Father 
Barry Vinyard, pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe parish 
in Calexico, described Tuesday morning’s earthquake 
that rocked much of Southern California. 

Father William McHugh, OMI, pastor of St. Margaret 
Mary Church in Brawley said, ‘‘It felt like the house was 
at sea, rocking on the waves. ... We were lucky. I’d say 
the biggest damage was fright.”’ 

The temblor, measuring at least 6.3 on the Richter 
scale, struck at 5:16 a.m., and was centered near the 
Imperial Valley town of Westmorland. 

Imperial Valley parishes contacted by the Southern Cross 
reported little damage to parish facilities. Many noted 
that statues or glass objects had broken inside churches. 

However, Father Thomas Vidra, pastor of St. Mary 
parish in El Centro, said he had arranged for an engineer 
to inspect the church for damage. “‘I think there might be 
fissures over the doorjambs,”’ he said. 

Father Vinyard said that although no damage was 
evident to the school building, classes at Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Academy were cancelled on Tuesday. He said 
an engineer would inspect the structure before children 
would be allowed back into the building. 

Sharon King, secretary at Sacred Heart parish in 
Brawley, said students at the parish elementary school 
also had an unscheduled holiday on Tuesday because of 
the quake. Because the school is a two-story building, 
school officials thought it would be better to cancel classes, 
she explained. 

Norma Solena, secretary at Vincent Memorial High 
School in Calexico said that the school sustained no 
damage and opened as usual. However, students were 
dismissed shortly after 10 a.m. because only about 15 
percent of the students showed up for classes. 

Father Vidra said St. Mary School held classes on 
Tuesday. Although library books toppled from shelves in 
the school library and the computer room was a mess, the 
building appeared undamaged, he said, adding that he 
planned to have it inspected by an engineer. 

Father Vinyard said the quake did minor damage to 
Our Lady of Guadalupe Church. ‘‘A life-sized statue of 
the Sacred Heart toppled from its pedestal and broke into 
pieces,’’ and a little plaster fell from the church ceiling, he

said. 

After the rolling stopped, Father Vinyard said he 
‘jumped into his car’? and drove around the area to 
survey it and check on several parishioners who live 
alone. He said Second Street, Calexico’s main road, was 
blocked off because several buildings had broken 
windows. 

Although ‘‘people were shook up,”’ they “‘kept their 
sense of humor.’’ There was a ‘“‘larger than normal”’ 
attendance at Tuesday morning’s Mass, he quipped. 

Father Vinyard said he was living in the Imperial 
Valley in 1979 when the last strong quake shook the area. 
‘‘This was more of a roll, rather than a jump-and-shake”’ 
type of temblor that struck in 1979, he said. 

Father Vidra said he was also in the valley during the 
1979 quake. ‘‘This one was much worse. ... It really 
shook you up. We lost our lights for an hour,’’ he 
explained. 

Father Vinyard said his associate pastor, Father Jose 
Preciado, crossed the border into Mexicali, Mexico, 
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Tuesday to check on damage there and reported that the 
Mexican town suffered substantial damage. 

Father Vinyard added that he had tried to contact 
church officials in Mexicali to offer assistance, but his 
calls were unanswered. 

Christina Reyes, secretary at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church in El Centro, said a few glass objects broke inside 
the church, and ceiling panels fell in the parish hall. 

Reyes added that no statues fell in the church because 
Father Jorge Moreno, associate pastor, had removed the 
statues after Monday evening’s temblor struck the area. 

Father Francis Sierra, pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish in Brawley, said small objects fell inside 
the church, but there was little physical damage 
otherwise. The quake was ‘‘more frightening than 
damaging,’’ he said. 

At St. Patrick parish in Calipatria, ‘‘the poor St. 
Joseph (statue) took a ride,’’ before falling to the church 
floor and breaking into pieces, said Father Robert 
Koerner, pastor. 

St. Margaret Mary Church in Brawley lost its statue of 
the Infant of Prague in the quake, said Father William 
McHugh, OMI, pastor. He added that a number of glass 
objects also were broken. 

Father Amador Lopez, pastor of St. Anthony of Padua 
in Imperial, said parish facilities suffered little damage, 
other than a few shattered glass items. 

Father Arthur Anderson, pastor of St. Joseph Church 
in Holtville, said two windows in the convent chapel 
cracked and will have to be replaced. However, the 
church suffered no damage.

Well, maybe I’m not so far off. On Sunday, Nov. 29, the 
church begins the liturgical season of Advent and thus anew 
year in the church’s calender. The Mass readings go from 
cycle A to B of its three cycles in the lectionary. 

In discussing the subject with Father Micahel Smith, 
director of liturgy and prayer for the diocese, he agreed that 
the beginning of a new church year might be a good time to 
make some ‘‘spiritual new year’s resolutions.’’ After all, 
Advent does have an aspect of preparation, he said. 

We might reflect on and then decide what we can do not 
only during Advent but the next 12 months to conform our 
lives more to the pattern of Jesus’ life as recounted in the 
Scriptures and interpreted through the teaching and 
traditions of our church. 

It might be resolving to make regular retreats, to attend 
daily Mass, to get involved in projects that help those less 
fortunate than ourselves, to make our Catholic witness 
known more in our neighborhoods and civic communities. 

It might be resolving to overcome any, even subtle, 
prejudices we might have regarding people of other races, 
beliefs, economic levels, or people with disabilities. 


Resolutions might also start with our own blood and_ 


church families. Can we resolve to be more open to those 
with whom we disagree or with whom we feel friction?

particularly those with whom we disagree, fosters 
communications and builds or deepens relationships. And 
after all, that Pattern to which we should be trying to mold 
ourselves once said, ‘‘What you do to others, including the 
least one, you do to me.”’ 

Another new-church-year resolution might be to have 
more prayer time, devotions, spiritual exercises or 
observances of liturgical seasons in the home with all family 
members. 

Father Smith recommends a resource book for families 
who want to celebrate the liturgical seasons in their homes. 
To Dance with God: Family Ritual and Community Celebration by 
Gertrud Mueller Nelson (Paulist Press, 1986). 

It’s available at O’ Connors Church Goods in San Diego or 
can be ordered through other Catholic bookstores. 

Advent is a good time to start because it begins the 
liturgical year and there are several good ways to observe 
this season in the home. 

Father Smith suggests the traditions of the Advent 
wreath, the Advent house and the Jesse Tree. 

The wreath of laurel, spruce or similar foilage with four 
candles lighted at the beginning of each week of Advent is 
usually displayed in Catholic churches during this season. 

It could also be obtained for the home. A brief prayer 
service, cordinated each week by different family members, 
could be conducted on each of the four Sundays when anew 
candle is lighted to celebrate the light of Christ, Father 
Smith suggested. 

Perhaps the ceremony could take place at the dinner table 
before a meal, he said. 

He also suggested the European custom of an Advent 
house that has an appropriate symbol behind a door for each 
day of Advent, on which the family could reflect. The 
Daughters of St. Paul Bookstore in San Diego reports 
having the item. 

And then there is the Jesse Tree in which a symbol of an 
Old Testament prophecy of the coming of the Messiah is 
placed on the ‘‘tree,’’ Father Smith related. Information on 
the tradition inciuding the symbols can be obtained by 
calling the Liturgy and Prayer Office at 293-3375, 

Families, of course, can be innovative and create their 
own observances, such as reading and reflecting on the 
Scripture readings for Advent liturgies. 

Father Smith stressed that though the color purple is used, 
connoting penance, during Advent liturgies, preparation 
such as is associated with Lent is not the most significant 

| aspect of Advent. 

The three major aspects of Advent, he said, are: 
remembering — not preparing for — Jesus’ birth — it 
already occurred 2,000 years ago; acknowledging and 
celebrating Jesus’ presence among us now; and awaiting 
Jesus’ second coming when he will unite us all in his 
kingdom. 

Thus, the main emphasis of Advent is not just on the crib, 
but that Jesus is with us now leading us to our eternal home 

| which he will take us to when he comes again, Father Smith 
stressed. 

And so on Noy. 29, the western church, as it has done 
since the 10th century, will begin a new year with the first 

| Sunday of Advent. May we all resolve to make it good 
spiritual year for us as Catholics, which would also be a life- 
| giving contribution to our society. Happy ‘‘New Year.”’ 
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Clinics erode family values 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, who successfully urged the San Diego 
community and San Diego Board of Education to reject school-basea 
health clinics in July 1986, was instrumental in procuring statements 
on this issue from the California bishops (Nov. 26) and the U.S. 
bishops (Nov. 18). The following is a statement Bishop Maher has 
released in conjunction with the state and national bishops’ 
documents: 


The primacy of parents in the ethical and moral education 
and formation of their children is paramount to the well 
being of those children as well as society. 

Thus, we, the bishops of California and of the United 
States, have addressed the issue of school-based health 
clinics that distribute contraceptives and offer abortion- 
related services to teen-age students. 

Such services are offered at these'clinics without the 
knowledge or consent of parents and without any 
instruction of the moral, ethical and psychological 
implications or responsibilities involved in teen-age sexual 
promiscuity. 

Thus, these practices at school-based clinics usurp 
parents’ responsibilities, jeopardize teen-agers’ wholistic 
well being and erode two basic elements of the human family 
— trust and love. 

Though we recognize the increasing numbers of teen-age 
pregnancies, we also realize that these clinics, offering teens 
a “‘safe sex’’ approach, are not the solution. The solution 
lies, as we, the bishops, have pointed out in our statements, 
in creating a social climate that encourages and supports 
parents in educating their teen-agers on the immorality of 
sexual activity outside of marriage and the adverse effects 
such activity can have on their lives.

The solution also lies in creating a socially just economy 
that will help poor and minority families rise out of poverty 


and oppressive conditions and assume a more productive 


role in the economy and society. Therefore, they have 
restored to them the human dignity with which they are 
endowed as children of the one, true, living God. Studies 
indicate this improved self-image could have a positive 
influence in reducing teen-age sexual activity and thus teen- 
age pregnancy. 

With the proper information and moral guidance, it is 
evidenced by the rejection of such clinics by the San Diego 
Board of Education in July 1986, that the public is willing to 
consider the seriousness of such situations and act on them. 

Enough people accepted the challenge posed in my public 
statements at that time to consider the evils of what would 
have amounted to birth control clinics for teen-agers on 
public school campuses and to make their voices heard by 
the San Diego Board of Education. Enough board members 
responded to such concerns that they defeated the measure. 

Thus, Iam confident that the statements issued by us, the 
California and U.S. bishops, will affirm the ‘‘primary right 
and responsibility of parents to guide the moral and social 
formation of their children’’ (California bishops’ 
statement) and encourage people in other communities in 
our state and nation to likewise act to keep birth control 
clinics off public school campuses. 


Bishops advance dialogue 


The bishops of California have issued a statement on 
the primacy of parents and their role in the raising and 
formation of children. The occasion was the signing of a 
new state law which requires that an unemancipated 
minor must have written consent of at least one parent 
before undergoing an abortion. 

It is a timely statement that includes an excellent survey 
of the state-of-the-question and the ‘‘quick-fix’’ solutions 
that are being proposed, notably by Planned Parenthood 
and its allies. It concludes with seven very definite 
proposals to help solve the basic problems. 

The work reflects the San Diego experience of a year 
ago when health clinics were proposed for San Diego City 
Schools. Some organizations, using very high-sounding 
and noble names, offered to find private financing for 
these clinics. 

Then the suggestion was made that the health clinics be 
promoted with just one or two little exceptions. These 
were that contraceptives would not be freely dispensed 
and that there be no abortion counseling. 

The sources of private funding immediately dried up! 

The conclusion seems inescapable to me that Planned 
Parenthood, or its allies, had to be the ultimate source of 
the money, and when they couldn’t sneak their 
contraceptive mentality and anti-life measures into the 
schools under cover of health clinics, they weren’t 
interested in health. 

There is so much that these private health clinics could 
provide in the way of physical and dental examinations, 
visual screening, growth examination, hearing 
evaluation, nursing service and a host of other areas,

including adequate prenatal care. 

Aside from the moral, ethical and psychological 
dimensions of the abortion question, there are some very 
practical matters to be studied. 

If a high school health clinic refers a teen-ager for an 
abortion and there is some mishap, or even the death of 
the teen-ager, who is liable? If some hospitalization 
should be required, who pays for it? 

I am told that if a youngster wants to have his or her 
ears pierced, the written consent of a parent is required. 
Doesn’t it seem even more logical to require that for so 
serious an operation as an abortion? 

On the natural level, humai- sexuality is one of the 
greatest gifts that nature has given us. I would rank it 
right up there with the gift of human life itself. However, 
we all know how difficult the teen-age years can be as the 
young person learns to adjust and accept the demands of 
human sexuality. 

Teaching ‘‘safe sex’’ rather than chastity seems to be 
self-defeating in the whole process of maturing into a 
responsible adult. Learning how to say, ‘‘No,’’ to oneself 
is an awesome part of maturing, whether it’s saying, 
‘“‘No,’’ to drunkenness, drugs, sex, or any of a long list of 
things where society expects us to use self-control. 

Because we live in a pluralistic society, we cannot 
expect the religious motivation of one group to govern the 
lives of other groups. We have to respect one another’s 
moral convictions. 

However, society’s basic building block is the family, 
and the family’s primary responsibility: is: the formation 
and education of its children. I say, ‘“Three cheers for the 
California bishops and their important statement on the 
primacy of family responsibility!’’ They have contributed 
significantly and positively to the current dialogue.

Church aids families keeping vigil in hostage crisis

Yellow ribbons lined the walkway to Sacred Heart parish 
hall in Oakdale, La., where families kept vigil after Cuban 
detainees rioted and took hostages at the detention center. 

The vigil at the parish hall was one sign of church attempts 
to help families affected by the hostage crisis at the detention 
centerin Oakdale andatthefederalprisoninAtlanta. 

Inmates at Oakdale rioted Nov. 21, burning buildings 
and taking more than two dozen hostages. They demanded 
permission to remain in the United States and threatened to 
kill hostages if authorities attempteda rescue. 

Two days later a disturbance broke out at the Atlanta 
prison among some of the 1,500 Cubans awaiting 
deportation. The prison factory was set on fire and prison 
officials reported that 30 people were injured. 

As many as 75 people were taken hostage and as of Nov. 
24 the death of one inmate had been confirmed by prison 
officialsin Atlanta. 

In Laredo, Texas, 17 Cubans escaped from a detention 
center Nov. 22 but 11 were quickly recaptured. 

The violence was sparked by a Nov. 20 U.S.-Cuban 
agreement in which 2,700 Cubans who came to the United 
States and are in federal prisons and detention centers were 
to be sent home. Also 23,000 Cubans would be allowed to 
emigrate to the United States each year. 

School Sister of Notre Dame Thomasette Pittari, an 
Oakdale chaplain trainee who was working at the church 
hall and at the detention center during the crisis, said the 
parish ‘‘set up the church hall for the families of the hostages 
andotherchurchesare helping out.”’ 

Father John A. Poerio, pastor at Sacred Heart, said Nov. 
24 that about 200 people, almost all relatives of hostages, 
were at the parish hall. He said relatives of one ofthe inmates 
alsocame by thecenter early in thecrisis. 

“It’s a large hall with cots and people are sleeping there. 
... They’re getting periodic notices — officials go to the 
detention center and then brief them. There’s plenty of 
food’’ at the hall, hesaid. 

A prayer service was requested by the relatives Nov. 22 
and was held that afternoon with three priests and four 
Protestant ministers, Father Poerio said. 

Catholics make up only about 10 percent of the Oakdale 
population but ‘‘everybody pulls together. The community 
isclose,’’ according to the priest. 

Bishop Jude Speyrer of Lake Charles and Maryknoll 
Father Roy Bourgeois, who recently served a six-month 
sentence at Oakdale for protesting U.S. policies in Central 
America, also visited the families atthe parishhall. . 

Father Bourgeois had reported that tensions at Oakdale 
were high even before the announcement of the U.S.-Cuba 
agreement. 

“Most of the Cubans had been detained indefinitely in 
this place that they thought was a strange jungle,”’ he said. 
There had been several suicide attempts and the detainees 


‘‘were sinking into despair. And then, I think, when they 
heard they might be sent back to Cuba, it was the last 
straw.”’ 

Sister Pilar Delmau, a Cuban nun who has visited each 
week with detainees in the Atlanta prison, said she could

appreciate their fears. 

“*This news was like a big blow to the detainees. They 
can’t expect anything from Castro,”’ she said. In Cuba they 
have ‘‘no freedom, no hope, no future. They are young ...

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U.S. bishops oppose school-based clinics * *

WASHINGTON — U.S. bishops objected, on both 
moral and practical grounds, to providing birth control 
services at school-based health clinics and called for federal 
and state laws as well as local school board policies to be 
amended to exclude such services from public schools. 

The bishops voiced their objections in a statement 
approved Nov. 18 at the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ meeting in Washington. 

The NCCB statement preceded a similar statement 
drafted by California bishops which was released on 
Thanksgiving Day, Nov. 26. (See stories on pages 1, 3 and 
4.) 

The U.S. bishops called for a comprehensive response to 
the problem of teen sexual activity and pregnancy that 
includes ‘‘efforts to strengthen the traditional character- 
forming task of the schools, to improve social and economic 
opportunities for young people in low-income areas, to 
support parents in their difficult task of passing on healthy 
values to their children, and to establish programs of 
education promoting the values of chastity and fidelity.” 

Acknowledging that this is an ambitious agenda, the 
statement said the alternatives are ‘‘to abandon millions 
of young people’? to the needless tragedy of teen 
pregnancies or to ‘‘cheapen our very humanity by 


promoting a coarse hedonistic approach to human 
sexuality’? by eliminating moral and religious qualms 
about teen-age sexual promiscuity. 

Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, chairman of 
the Committee for Pro-Life Activities, introduced the 
committee’s statement on school-based clinics during the 
opening day ofthe NCCB meeting in Washington Nov. 16. 

The cardinal said that ‘‘to the extent that school-based 
clinics are part of a program for more efficient promotion of 
contraceptives and abortion-related services to minors, they 
are part of the problem rather than the key to asolution.’’ 

He called on Catholic schools to set a good example and 
“‘we ask the public schools and other secular institutions not 
to assume the role of teaching religion, but to make the case 
for sexual self-restraint in light of values and benefits that 
most Americans can appreciate regardless of their 
denominational belief.’’ 

The cardinal noted that the pro-life committee had 
already addressed the issue but that ‘‘our legislative advisers 
told us this issue was likely to receive increased attention in 
Congress in future months, and that a longer and more 
authoritative statement would be helpful to them in their 
efforts.”’ 

The committee prepared the document, which was 
reviewed by a bishops’ task force set up to address issues 
such as AIDS, sex education guidelines, teen pregnancy 
andclinics. 


In their statement, which was approved by voice vote, the 
bishops expressed concerns about what they see as the 
clinics’ threats to the dignity of teen-agers themselves, the 
rights of their parents and the proper role of the public school 
system. 


“The sobering reality is this: a dramatic increase in 
sexual activity has given rise to a similar increase in teen-age 
pregnancy, access to contraceptives has also greatly 
increased, but this has not led to reductions in pregnancy 
rates among teen-agers. In fact, such access may have 


helped to confirm teen-agers in their sexually active 
behavior. ”’ 


The clinics threaten teen-agers’ dignity because the 
young people are taught to deal with their sexuality by 
suppressing their fertility, ‘instead of learning the self- 
control needed to live in harmony with the precious gift of 
sexuality and its power to create newlife,’’ the bishops said. 


The bishops also called school-based contraceptive clinics 


athreat to the public school system ‘because they render the 
schools more controversial, divert them from their 
traditional role of imparting skills and building character, 
and raise new problems of legal liability.’’ 


To the extent that schools become involved in providing 
contraception, ‘‘their admonition to “say no’ to

California bishops reject campus-based clinic plan

The California bishops’ statement, 
though prepared before the U.S. bishops’ 
meeting, was preceded by a statement on 
the issue by the U.S. bishops Nov. 18 at 
their annual meeting in Washington, 
D.C. 

The U.S. bishops not only objected to 
birth control services being available at 
public school clinics, but also called for 
federal and state laws and local school 
board policies to be amended to exclude 
birth control services at public school- 
based health clinics. (A report on the U.S. 
bishops’ statement appears on page 6.) 

Bishop Maher successfully led efforts in 
San Diego last year to get the San Diego 
Board of Education to reject school-based 
clinics offering birth control services to 
teens. (See related story, page 9.) 

He brought this issue to the attention of 
both the California Catholic Conference 
and the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 

In conjunction with the two episcopal 
conferences’ documents, Bishop Maher 
said in a statement he _ issued 
Thanksgiving Day that they addressed 
the issue because ‘‘the primacy of parents 
in the ethical and moral education and 
formation of their children is paramount 
to the well being of those children as well 
as society.”’ 

These clinics “‘distribute contraceptives 
and offer abortion-related services to 
teen-age students without the 
knowledge or consent of parents and 
without any instruction of the moral, 
ethical and psychological implications or 
responsibilites involved in teen-age sexual 
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promiscuity. 

““Thus,’’ he added, ‘‘these practices ... 
usurp parents’ responsibilities, jeopardize 
teen-agers’ wholistic well being and erode 
two basic elements of the human family 
— trust and love.’’ (The text of Bishop 
Maher’s statement appears on page 4.) 


The California bishops, in their 
statement, said ‘‘to promote 
contraception gives children and 


adolescents the strong message that sex 
outside of marriage is okay. But is not 
okay, neither morally nor 
psychologically.’’ 

Encourging teens to practice ‘‘safe 
sex’’ does not ‘‘make sexual activity 
mature and responsible. ... 

“The promotion of contraception 
rather than chastity sells children short by 
implying that they are incapable of 
understanding and growing in the 
spiritual and moral dimensions of human 
life. 

“It fails to teach them about the sacred 
beauty and dignity of sex and the sanctity 
and profound significance of faithful 
marital relationships.”’ 

The California bishops proposed a 
seven point strategy to address premature 


sexual activity that leads to teen 
pregnancy: 

e Public policies to foster greater 
sexual responsibility — e.g., requiring 


teen-age fathers to assume some financial 
responsibility for their children; 
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* Guaranteeing jobs for indigent and 
minority youth who have children to 
support; 

° Better 
schools; 

¢ Teaching valucs in public schools; 

¢ Developing programs to strengthen 


education and _ stronger 


~ the family unit; 


¢ Economic reforms, especially in the 
area of health care, as called for in the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter, “‘Economic 
Justice for All;’”’ 

e The promotion of self-esteem and 
personal and social responsibility from the 
Christian perspective. 
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The bishops introduced their statement 
by alluding to California Assembly bill 
2274 that the governor signed into law on 
Sept. 27. Tt ‘‘requires that. an 
unemancipated minor obtain the written 
consent of at least one of her parents 
before undergoing an abortion.’’ 

“The California Catholic Conference 
supported this bill because of our 
conviction that the health of society can 
be measured by the strength and stability 
of the family, which depends in turn on 
the protection and promotion of the 
primary role of parents in the raising and 
formation of their children.’’

1,700 youth attend annual event

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘You are our future. 
... Your generation is the greatest one to 
hit this planet. I believe in you,’’ the 
keynote speaker at the annual diocesan 
Youth Day told some 1,700 youth 
participants. 

““As young Catholics, be the power and 
the light in your community,’’ Michael 
Pritchard, a San Francisco comic who has 
spoken at Catholic youth gatherings 
nationwide, said to the assembly at the 
San Diego Community Concourse Nov, 
18. 

The event was sponsored by the 
diocesan Office of Youth and Young 
Adult Ministry. This year’s theme was 
“Creating Paradise: The Catholic 
Challenge.’’ 

The youth cheered and roared with 
laughter as Pritchard related humorous 
stories about his childhood and _his 
16-years of working as a_ probation 
officer. 

The speaker interspersed his address 
with numerous sound effects and 
impersonations, including the voice of 
Jabba the Hut which he performed in the 
“‘Return of the Jedi,’’ the last of the Star 
Wars movies. 

“‘I grew up to be the Peter Pan of the 
neighborhood,’’ Pritchard said, adding 
that his humorous attitude served him 
well when he was a probation officer. 

He told the assembly that he tries ‘‘to 
do things to make serious people lighten 
up’? and he encouraged them to do 
likewise. He suggested telling jokes and 
making funny noises to elicit laughter 
from people. 

“You don’t stop laughing because you 
grow old. You grow old because you stop 
laughing,’’ Pritchard said. ‘‘Learn to 
laugh at your troubles. ... A good laugh 
can get you through anything.”’ 

Having fun, enjoying life and 
respecting people are the most important 
things in life, he said. ‘‘It’s more 
important than making money.”’ 

His life’s experiences have taught him 
that ‘‘it’s not the package you arrived in, 
but the product inside that’s important,”’ 
he said. 

“By going around the country, I’ve 
learned that people are all the same. ... 
The closest distance between any two 
human beings is a laugh,’’ he said, 
adding that ‘‘you should laugh with 


people, not at them.”’ 

He told the youth that they ‘‘can see 
what America is all about’’ at the 
Vietnam War Memorial because the 
names on the wall are not listed by sex, 
race or religion. 

“T like California because the bigots 
are starting to be a minority here,”’ 
Pritchard said. ‘‘In my neighborhood 
there are all different kinds of people,’’ he 
added. 

He told the youth not to pick on people 
who are different from them. ‘‘We do this 
because of ignorance. We’ve got 
icebergs of crystallized ignorance on this 
planet,’’ he said. 

A person can learn ‘‘by not being 
afraid to be around people who are a little 
different,’’ he said. ‘‘The people who 
teach me the most are handicapped and 
mentally retarded people.’’ 

“Being around special people can 
break down the hardest: of hearts,’’ he 
said, recalling a basketball game between 
a group of disabled people and inmates at 
San Quentin Prison. 

“*The truth is we’re all retarded. It just 
depends on the subject. ... But we’re not 
retarded if we know more about love than 
(so- called) normal folk,’’ Pritchard said. 

“Love heals fear and ignorance. It 
conquers everything,’’ he said. ‘‘God, 
love and us are what build community.”’ 

The youth’s favorable reaction to 
Pritchard’s talk was demonstrated by the 
thunderous, standing ovation they gave 
him. : 

Pedro Cortez, a parishioner at 
Resurrection parish in Escondido, said 
that he liked Pritchard’s talk because ‘‘he 
was funny. I learned that it’s important to 
share with others.’’ 

Anne Marie Nevins, of Santa Sophia 
parish in Spring Valley, said she ‘‘learned 
that special people are like everyone 
else.’’ She added that she sometimes visits 
a school for mentally disabled people in El 
Cajon, where her older sister works. 

Patrick McKenna, a student at St. 
Rose of Lima School in Chula Vista, said 
he enjoyed Pritchard’s impersonations. 
“T learned that you should be nice to 
everybody and you shouldn’t make fun of 
special people.’’ 

Ivette Imperial, from Our Lady of 
Guadalupe parish in~ Calexico, said 
Pritchard’s presentation made her laugh 
and cry because his remarks about people 
with disabilities are true. 

“I have a cousin who is mentally

disabled and I’ve helped with the 
Imperial Valley’s Special Olympics,”’ she 
explained, adding that participating in 
the olympics was one of the greatest 
experiences of her life.

ALCALA PARK — Father José 
Chavarin, a judge in the diocesan 
Tribunal, has been appointed spiritual 
director for Spanish Cursillos de 
Cristiandad, Bishop Leo T. Maher 
announced last week.

Cursillos are three days of study and 
experience in Christianity with a planned 
support system for living a fuller 
Christian life. 


In an interview with the Southern Cross, 
Father Chavarin said he has begun 
working in his new post. He has met with 
the Spanish Cursillo’s secretariat, the 
group of lay people who make decisions 
for the Cursillo movement. 


““The Cursillo has to help the church in 
San Diego,’’ he said. ‘‘I will try to get 
every cursillista to help in their own 
parish.”’ 

He noted that many people now 
working in parishes are cursillistas, but 
they are not identified as such. 


One aim of the Cursillo movement is to 
form leaders who will work with their 
parishes, he said, adding that Spanish- 
speaking people are also needed for other 
ministries, such as to catechize people 
imprisoned in San Diego’s jails. 

“If we work to improve the Cursillo 
movement and train leaders, we may be 
able to keep Hispanics from being 
evangelized by Protestant 
denominations,’’ Father Chavarin said. 


He will be sending pastors information 
about Cursillo and his plans for the 
movement, he said. 

“I want pastors to give Cursillos a 
chance, to prove that Cursillo is an active 
and positive movement in the San Diego 
church,’’ Father Chavarin said.

clinics fail to

ALCALA PARK — The statements on school-based 
clinics by the California Catholic Conference, issued 
Nov. 26, and the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, released Noy. 18, followed the controversial 
proposal of such clinics in the San Diego diocese in 1986. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who urged the community and 
the San Diego Board of Education in 1986 to reject the 
public school-based clinics that would dispense 
contraceptives and offer abortion-related services to 
students, was instrumental in getting his fellow California 
and U.S. bishops to issue statements on the subject in 
1987. 

In July 1986, following vocal community opposition, 
the San Diego Board of Education terminated its attempt 
to establish school-based health clinics in San Diego’s 
public schools — six months after the idea was proposed. 

Opponents of the proposal, including Bishop Maher, 
charged that the clinics’ principal aim was to offer teen- 
agers family planning services, including dispensing of 
contraceptives. 

Proponents denounced the emphasis on birth control, 
saying this was only part of the comprehensive package to 
be offered by the proposed campus-based clinics. 

Proponents said the clinics would also offer students 
other health care services, including mental health care, 
physical examinations and immunizations. 

In opposing the clinics, Bishop Maher issued a 
statement detailing his anti-clinic stance in April 1986. 
He urged parents to voice their opposition to the plan, 
and called for a day of prayer in which Catholic parents 
were encouraged to keep their children home from public 
school for one day in May 1986 to ‘‘awaken the 
consciences’ of the members of the San Diego Board of 
Education. 

In his April statement, Bishop Maher noted that 
“‘sexual activity outside of marriage is immoral.’’ 
Offering contraceptives or abortions to teen-agers “tacitly 
encourages them to act promiscuously,’’ the statement 
said. 

The bishop’s letter charged that Planned Parenthood 
was a principal advocate of the clinic plan. 

“By definition, this organization’s overriding concern 
is birth control, regardless of whether this is achieved by 
contraception or abortion,’’ the bishop wrote. 

The Coalition for Family Values, composed of pro-life 
groups, religious denominations, and organizations 
concerned with traditional family values, was organized 
to oppose the clinic proposal. 

Joan Patton, who initiated the forming of the coalition 
in April 1986, said it would continue to work to ‘‘restore

family values in our schools’’ after the controversial 
health care issue was resolved. 

The Coalition for Family Values and other local pro- 
life groups organized a letter writing campaign against the 
clinic proposal and voiced their opposition to the plan at 
board of education meetings. 

In late June 1986, a board of education task force 
charged with studying the clinic proposal voted to 
recommend further study of the plan to the San Diego 
Unified School District. 

Task force member Father Douglas Regin, then 
executive director of Catholic Community Services, 
proposed that family-planning services not be offered at 
the clinics, but his motion was not seconded. 

Despite the task force recommendation, the San Diego 
Board of Education voted 3-2 against further study of the 
proposal following July 1 and 8 sessions at which dozens 
of citizens gave their opinion on the plan. 

Board members Kay Davis, Larry Lester and John 
Witt voted against the clinic proposal. Members Susan

Davis and Dorothy Smith voted in favor of the plan. 

Following the defeat of the proposal, Bishop Maher 
praised the many citizens ‘‘who expressed so vocally their 
opinion that these ... clinics undermine parental authority 
and religious values. ’’ 

The school clinic proposal highlighted the moral issues 
involved in the controversy, according to the bishop 

“‘We are healthier for the encounter, but we must grow 
in strength and constantly be on the alert’”’ in case the 
issue resurfaces, Bishop Maher said. 

School board president Susan Davis believed the 
proposal’s defeat was due to public misunderstanding 
about its purpose. 

“There was a lot of misconception on what we were 
planning to do,’’ she said. ‘‘In reality family planning 
was a minor part of the program.”’ 

Davis agreed that if the family planning portion had 
been eliminated, the proposal wouldn’t have faced such 
opposition. “In hindsight it could have been pulled out,’’ 
she said.

irresponsible and destructive behavior will be drained of 
moral authority, and the schools will lose the effectiveness 
they might have had in helping parents to impart healthy 
values to their children.’’ 

The right of parents to guide their children’s education, 
socialization and health care is threatened, the statement 
said. 

“There is no justification for a double standard that 
requires schools to obtain parental consent before a school 
nurse can dispense an aspirin for a headache, but provides 
for access to contraceptive drugs and devices without

parental consultation.’’ 

The bishops called on schools to.do their job of teaching 
responsible habits of thinking and living and for adults to 
support the value of chastity and marital commitment. 

They also urged efforts to improve economic and social 
circumstances so that young people have reasons to hope for 
abetter future. 

Regarding the problems of teen-age sexuality and teen- 
age pregnancy, society can take only three paths, the 
bishops stated. 

“We can continue on the same road of ambivalence as at 
present, whose results according to most observers will 


continue to be disappointing; we can explicitly decide to 
eliminate moral and religious qualms about teen-age sexual 
promiscuity in order more wholeheartedly to indoctrinate 
all our young people in a contraceptive mentality; or we can 
work together to build a society in which family values can 
become meaningful andeffective in young people’slives.”’ 

The first avenue ‘‘abandons millions of young people in 
our nation to needless tragedy, while the second would 
cheapen our very humanity by promoting a coarse and 
hedonistic approach to human sexuality. Only the third 
avenue offers a ray of hope, if we only have the will to work 
together for its realization,”’ the bishops stated.

Day. 

He added that he had attended the 
“‘How to Be a Sexual Success’’ workshop 
where he had learned how to be ‘‘careful’’ 
about one’s sexuality. 

The sexual success presentation was 
attended by more than 450 youth, making 
it the most populated workshop, 
according to youth office statistics. 

Father Bud Kaicher, director of the 
Office of Youth and Young Adult 
Ministries, said he has received ‘‘positive 
responses’’ to Pritchard’s talk and the 
Youth Day workshops from youth and 
parents. “‘The teens are really excited ... 
and have wanted to talk about religion at 
home,”’ he said.

U.S. bishops also approve other proposals at national meeting

WASHINGTON — U.S. bishops at 
their fall general meeting approved a 
Central America policy statement 
opposing U.S. military aid to the contra 
rebels in Nicaragua and expressed their 
opposition to school-based health clinics 
which distribute contraceptives. 

Meeting at the Capital Hilton Hotel in 
Washington Nov. 16-19, the 
approximately 300 bishops attending the 


» meeting of the National Conference of 


Catholic Bishops and U.S. Catholic 
Conference also approved: 

e A new national collection to ease the 
retirement burdens of religious orders; 

e A national pastoral plan for 
Hispanic ministry ; 

e A new rite for use in celebrations of 
marriage between persons of different 
faiths. The rite still needs approval of the 
Vatican before it can be used; 

@ Establishment of Dec. 12, the date 
Our Lady of Guadalupe appeared in 
Mexico in 1531, as a feast day — but not 
a holy day of obligation — in the United 
States; 

e Norms for priests’ retirement years 
that call on bishops to recognize the 
‘value and dignity’’ of aging priests and 
their retirement. 

The bishops delayed action on 
proposed guidelines for bishop-theologian 
relations when they ran out of time on the 
final day of the meeting. 

They also heard glowing accounts of 
the success of Pope John Paul II’s 
September pastoral visit and received 
reports on such varied items as the 
progress of a committee examining the 
morality of nuclear deterrence and the 
status of their investment portfolio in the 
wake of October’s stock market drop. 

The bishops’ new Central America 
statement, updating a statement issued in 
1981, calls military aid to the contras 
“legally doubtful and morally wrong.’’ It 
also repudiates human rights abuses by 
any side in the Central American conflict 
and endorses regional peace initiatives. 

The new national collection approved 
by the bishops to meet the rising 
retirement costs for religious orders — 
particularly orders of nuns — will be 
conducted annually for 10 years ‘‘unless 
the need is met before then.’’ The 


Hispanic ministry plan OK’d

WASHINGTON — The U5S. 
bishops Nov. 18 unanimously agreed 
to undertake the ‘‘monumental task’’ 
of meeting the needs of Hispanics in 
thechurch. : 


At their general meeting in: 
Washington the bishops approved a 
National Pastoral Plan for Hispanic 
Ministry that calls for small ecclesial 
communities, parish renewal, youth 
ministry, promotion of family life, and 
leadership formation adapted to the 
Hispanicculture. 


Speaking in support of the plan, 
Archbishop Patrick F. Flores of San 
Antonio, Texas, said it ‘‘sounds like a 
monumental task’’ but that that ‘‘may 
be the price we haveto pay.”’

Fundamentalists are ‘‘enticing 
Hispanics’? away from the church, 
Archbishop Flores said, something 
that ‘‘always breaks my heart.”’ 


He said that when he asks Hispanic 
Catholics why they left, “‘the answer I 
always get is ‘we did not get 
nourishment from the church.’”’ 


retirement need, estimated at $2.5 
billion, includes the cost of meeting health 
care and living expenses of current and 
future retirees. 


Delayed until their next meeting were 
the bishops’ proposed guidelines for 
improving relations with theologians and 
resolving disputes over theological or 
doctrinal matters. 


Although the guidelines had been 
criticized by some bishops for being 
theologically ‘‘lacking,’’ a motion to send 
them back to committee failed. But 
further action was suspended with 
amendments still pending when 
departures of bishops at the end of the 
meeting led to the lack of a quorum.

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Earlier in the meeting Bishop 
Ricardo Ramirez of Las Cruces, 
N.M., had warned that the church 
could lose “‘as many as 50 percent”’ of 
its Hispanic members to 
fundamentalist sects if Catholics do not 
getoutandknock ondoors. 


Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago, who estimated that he has 
800,000 to 1 million Hispanics in his 
archdiocese, called this ‘‘a critical 
moment in the life of the church in 
United States’’ and said ‘‘what we do 
or don’t do”’ regarding Hispanics will 
affect ‘‘not just Hispanics but the 
whole church.”’ 


Ata press conference before the plan 
was approved, Bishop Ramirez said, 
**I feel we haven’t done our job. I’m 
fearful that ifwe don’t do something we 
may lose as many as 50 percent’’ of 
Hispanic Catholics, who will either 
join other religions or drop out all 
together. 


Asked if Catholics should compete 
with the Protestant sects in Hispanic 
areas, Bishop Ramirez said that he 
preferred to see it not as a competition 
but as part of the Catholic Church’s 
commitment to the Gospel. 


Information reports to the bishops also 
made up a large part of the meeting. 

In one report the bishops were told the 
NCCB-USCC suffered paper losses of 
$6.7 million in the October stock market 
drop. The conferences’ total portfolio at 


the end of the month — $69.7 million — 
was still worth more than their original 
investment, but most of the profits they 
would have gained were eaten up when 
stocks fell. 


They also were told Nov. 18 by 
Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, a 
member of a special council advising the 
pope on Vatican finances, that the 
financially strapped Vatican for the first 
time will soon release an annual statement 
on its budget and finances. 


Reporting on the progress of the 
bishops’ ad hoc committee examining the 
morality of nuclear deterrence policies, 
Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago 
said Nov. 17 that his committee’s report 
next spring also will deal with the 
morality of modern defense systems, such 
as President Reagan’s Strategic Defense 
Initiative. 


He said the committee also is 
examining the effect of spiraling arms 
costs on programs to alleviate poverty. 

The bishops heard two separate reports 
on Pope John Paul’s U.S. visit. 
Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
NCCB-USCC president, opened the 
meeting Nov. 16 by saying that those who 
thought the pope was coming to scold the 
U.S. church were proven wrong. 

And Archbishop Thomas C. Kelly of 
Louisville, Ky., who headed a committee 
which coordinated the trip, said that as a 
result people are returning to the 
sacraments. 

Archbishop May also reported on 
October’s world Synod of Bishops in 
Rome on the role of the laity, which he 
attended as one of four delegates of the 
NCCB. He said the need to address the 
role of women in the church ‘‘forthrightly 
and now’’ quickly became a major 
concern at the synod.
